For a note to be in About Uncirculated condition six centuries after 
its issue is almost inconceivable. There are no issues mentioned on the holder and this note ranks as one of the very finest surviving examples known 
today.

Notice of the consignor’s liberty to place bids on his lots in the Auction is hereby made in 
accordance with Article 2 of the Texas Business and Commercial Code. A “Minimum Bid” is 
an amount below which the lot will not sell. THE CONSIGNOR OF PROPERTY MAY PLACE 
WRITTEN Minimum Bids” ON HIS LOTS IN ADVANCE OF THE AUCTION; ON SUCH LOTS, IF 
THE HAMMER PRICE DOES NOT MEET THE “Minimum Bid’, THE CONSIGNOR MAY PAY A
